tions have been centered on article 27 
of the Mexican constitution, the Uni- 
ted States claiming that Mexico's as- 
surances that the article would not 
be retroactive in 
effect 
should be 


specifically covered by treaty and the 
Mexicans insisting- that they cannot 
interpret their 
constitution 
In 
a 


treaty. 


But it develops that the 
United 


States government indulgently omit- 
ted mention in its negotiations of one 
very important point covered in an- 
other article of the same 
Mexican 


constitution which might have been 
made the basis for refusing recogni- 
tion to Obregon if the Harding ad- 
ministration had been disposed 
to 


follow in the footsteps of President 
Wilson. 


Must Be Legally Elected 


That article—it is number 
eighty 


two—says that the president of the 
Mexican republic shall have certain 
qualifications among them this: "He 
shall not have taken part, directly 
or indirectly in any 
tiprising. riot 


or military coup."

fi statement made by 
relatives 
of 


former President Carranza 
alleging 


that the Obragon regime 
was 
re- 


sponsible for the death of Carranza. 
The evidence is much more tangible 
th.in that "which President 
Wilson 


possessed concerning the part played 
by Huorta in ordering the death of 
Madero, and it was because Huerta 
was believed to 1-^ve 
gotten 
into 


office as a result of violence to his 
predecessor that Mr. Wilson abso- 
lutely refused to recognize him. 


The department of state flow has 


been urgod to act because it lias a 
stronger case against Obregon than 
President Wilson had against TTuerta. 
Mr. Wilson based his objections on 
the broad principle that peace would 
come to Latin-America only by re- 
fusing to recognize governments that 
obtained power by forco and by as- 
sisting only those governments which 
wero logally elected as a result of or- 
ilerly processes. 


The Mexicans themselves inserted 


a clayso in the new constitution to 
prevent ambitious citizens from eject- 
ing those who had been legally elect- 
ed and it is therefore argued that the 
Harding 
administration would be 


justified in refusing Obregon recogni- 
tion because of the 
provisions of 


article eighty two of the 
Mexican 


constitution. For ono of the 
first 


tenets of a recognition policy is that 
the executive of a country shall have 
been legally elected. 


The United States government has 


thus far, however, declined to 
use 


article eighty two as a 
basis 
for 


action and has simply preferred to 
iiwait Mexico's attitude toward an- 
other article in the same constitution 
which in actual practice has violaed 
verbaj assurances given the United 
States by the Carranza regime when 
the latter was extended de jure recog- 
nition. The American government 
docs not ask that the constitution be 
changed but that the varying inter- 
pretations he cleared up by a definite 
statement in a. treaty which 
sha.ll 


protect Americans against retroactive 
action.

Hirst's Bill to Tax Cars on Their 


Value Is Voted Down 


After Fight.

' Madison.—The center of the joint 
finance 
committee's financial pro- 


gram, the Hirst automobile tax bill to 
raise $8.000,000 to meet Wisconsin's 
end of the federal highway program 
was killed in the assembly Friday. 


A motion to reconsider brought the 


motion back again for consideration in 
•7\c lower house "VTevuicsduy. 


The vote on the bill, which followed 


the adoption of ten amendments nar- 
rowing the scope of tho bill, was by 
accalmation. Upon this bill depended 
in a large part the question of wheth- 
er the state would be compelled to in- 
crease the income taxes or levy a sur- 
tax to meet expenses 'for the next bt- 
ennum. The measure provided that a 
2 per cent ad valorem duty was to be 
levied on all automobiles, the owners 
fixing the values of their own cars. 


The auto tax measure was passed 


by tho senate and the Hirst bill is add- 
ed to the list on which the two houses 
have split, including the dry bill and 
the marketing bill. 


ALLIES WILL HELP 


ilFT TAX

Washington—A tax reduction aver- 


aging between J4 and $5 annually for 
every person in the United States will 
result, from the permanent adjust- 
ment of the allied debt to this coun- 
try! 


In addition it will open a way to 


this government to retire some of its 
own war obligations which are falling 
due in the next two years. 


These two facts, it was learned Sat- 


urday, furnish the explanation of why 
President Harding 
and his cabinet 


want to put the allied debt on a per- 
manent basis as 
soon as possible. 


.They reached a tentative plan for do- 
ing this at the cabinet meeting Friday. 


The loans to the allies totaled about 


$10,000,000,000 originally. 


Failure of foreign governments to 


pay interest, however, has increased 
tho total to a figure which now calls 
for an annual interest payment of 
about $500,000,000. 


The 105,00^,000 American taxpayers 


have been carrying this burden. Onoe 
the allies start paying1 interest it will 
be lifted.

demanding that the prohibition com- 
missioner allow them to sell medicinal 
beer under the Palmer ruling. 


The first section of tho Volstead 


supplement knocks out this ruling by 
absolutely prohibiting the prescription 
of beer.

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LAW AND PROHIBITION 


The new national prohibition commis- 


sioner. Roy A. Havnes. announces that his 
policy trill be to enforce the eighteenth 
amendment with all the power the federal 
government will place oehind him. and he 
calls upon citizens to lend such coopera- 
tion as will secure effectual enforcement. 
This is the kind of a commissioner and 
the kind of policy the people want. It is 
the only policy that can be consistently 
followed, and it is the only right policy. 


Mr. Haynes is not concerned with the 


merits of prohibition, or with the wisdom 
of the constitutional amendment. He is 
concerned solely with upholding the con- 
stitution of the United States and the law 
of the 
land. 
There 
can 
be no two 


opinions on this subject. As Mr. Haynes 
says: "America has spoken for prohibi- 
tion. Federal constitutional provision has 
been made for it. Laws have been enact- 
ed for its enforcement. The law should be 
enforced." But there is still principle at 
stake, and that is the validity of and re- 
spect for law in general. Of this the new 
commissioner has to say: 


At the very outset of my administration of 


this office I want to preach the gospel of the 
need of law enforcement. If there was ever a 
time in the history of America when all good 
citizens should ariite or, a pxogram for law en- 
forcement, in the home, in the school, in the 
church, and in the press, it is today. To "wink 
at" the breaking of one law and preach the 
observance of another is unpatriotic and un- 
American. 


Thp truth of this will strike home to 


every thoughtful and candid citizen, ^p 
cannot have one set of laws to be enforced, 
and another set of laws to be violated or 
ignored. We cannot have one constitu- 
tional amendment to obey, and another 
which we are free to transgress. If law 
in and of itself is to mean anything, if 
personal and property rig-hts are to repre- 
sent any valuable possession under Amer- 
ican government, all law must be enforced 
and respected. The illegal evasion of pro- 
hibition cannot be tolerated, any more 
than can its open violations. To permit 
this would be to undermine all law and the 
constitution itself. It is the prime duty, 
therefore, of congress to make adequate 
provision for enforcement 
of the eigh- 


tefenth amendment^ regardless of cost. 


It is the prime duty of the prohibition 


enforcement commissioner and his assist- 
ants to spare no instrument or power for 
the accomplishment of tiis purpose. It 
is the prime duty of judges and other of- 
ficers charged with enforcement, whether 
federal, state or local, to enforce the law 
conscientiously and unflinchingly. 
The 


announced policy of the new federal com- 
missioner has the right ring. "We hope he 
adheres to it literally and faithfully. "If he 
does we shall have not merely prohibition, 
but we shall have the majesty of the con- 
stitution and of law upheld. The mock- 
ery of both now countenanced in the 
widespread violations and 
evasions of 


prohibition is a travesty upon American 
government, and far more serious in its 
consequences than the thoughtless may 
realize. 


THE HABIT OF EXTRAVAGANCE 
Habits are our most relentless taskmas- 


ters. This is especially true of bad habits. 
One of the worst of the bad habits which 
got the government by the throat during 
the war was extravagance. In spite of the 
more or less sincere efforts to get rid of 
this habit during the past two and a half 
years, it must be admitted that not enough 
progress has been made to be visible to 
the naked eye. 


One of the chief difficulties seems to be 


that many of the people back home who 
talk much of the necessity for government 
economy are constantly bringing pressure 
on the government, either as individuals 
or as members of organizations, to spend 
large suras for this, that or the other un- 
necessary pnrpose. 


Senator Pomerene. for example, recent- 


ly thanked a constituent for writing him. 
urging that government expenses be re- 


duced. The senator said that he had re- 
ceived hundreds of letters urging him to 
vote for bills calling for big appropria- 
tions of public money, but that this was 
the first letter of the other character he 
had received. The senator added that the 
more pressure for economy brought to bear 
in official "Washington, the sooner the bad 
habit of extravagance would be overcome. 


Continued extravagance means contin- 


ued high taxation, which is the price the 
public pays for its indifference in a'matter 
which vitally concerns every man, woman 
and child in the nation. The monumental 
extravagance of the country today is on 
the military establishment. 
During the 


fiscal year ending June 30th. 1921. con- 
gress appropriated for military and naval 
purposes the sum of $825,837.939. The 
army and navy bills now in conference 
provide for appropriations estimated as 
high as $846,000.000 for the coming 
fiscal year. 


The immense sums that we are spending 


on military preparations represent noth- 
ing more nor less than indemnity for war. 
In the face of the world wide demand for 
peace and general disarmament they are 
a burden upon the taxpayers of the Unit- 
ed States which is indefensible and inex- 
cusable. They will permit no reduction in 
taxation and they will accentuate the dif- 
ficulties which stands between the people 
and a return to normal prosperity. Of all 
the extravagance in which we are engaged 
these expenditures are the worst. The 
most, pressing need of the country today is 
for an international policy that will re- 
lieve business and the people at large of 
this military milestone. 


WHY NOT PEACE BY TREATY? 
The house of representatives has no con- 


stitutional power to make peace. Neither 
has the senate. This right and respon- 
sibility is reserved to the president. The 
senate is required to ratify a^treaty of 
peace, but it has no authority to negotiate 
the treaty. 
There are two ways to look 


at the Knox and Porter peace resolutions 
now before congress. One is the compro- 
mised position they place the United 
States in morally, and the other is the fu- 
tility of either or both resolutions. So far 
as the actual effects are concerned, the 
difference between the two resolutions is 
substantially 
the 
difference 
between 


tweedle-dee and tweedledum. 


If the Knox resolution, which repeals 


the declaration of war. is adopted, that 
will not make peace between the central 
powers and the United States. If the Por- 
ter resolution is accepted by the senate 
and signed by the president, that will not 
maJie peace either. Both seek to accom- 
plish impossible things. A war can be 
ended in only one way and that is by the 
negotiation and ratification of a treaty of 
peace. No matter what the house does, no 
matter what the senate does, no matter 
what both do. they are attempting some- 
thing which they have no power to do. 
After they have acted it will still remain 
for the president to make peace by treaty. 
He is the only one in the government who 
can bring the war to an end, legally, con- 
stitutionally, completely. 


This being so. what is to be gained by 


repealing the declaration of war or by 
passing a resolution assuming to establish 
peace without, as Rep. Kelley pointed out. 
"without terms or conditions or pledges or 
promises or guarantees for the future?" 
What did we fight for, what was the war 
-about, if peace can be restored without 
the la.ying down of 
conditions and the 


making of pledges. The utter futility of 
congressional action has been fully appar- 
ent all along, yet politics has insisted upon 
going through with the absurd and empty 
procedure. The country would be far bet- 
ter off. the administration would be much 
further ahead, if the constitutional meth- 
od were followed, and the president either 
negotiated directly with the central pow- 
ers a separate treaty, or, to use his own 
words, "engaged under the existing trea- 
ty." ~V7hat real reason can be given for 
not pursuing this course, and for permit- 
ting congress to waste valuable time in 
trying to lift itself by its own bootstraps? 
Since the president alone can make peace, 
why does he not proceed to the discharge 
of this important duty ?

ADENOIDS 


Thickening or enlargement of ,tne adenoid body, 


which is a third tonsil in, the ceilins of the throat 
up out of sight above the soft palate, i» called 
"adenoids," but should not 
b« 
called 
"adenoid 


growth" for it is merely an enlargement of a nor- 
mal tonsil-like structure, akin to enlarged tonsils, 
which are usually seen accompanying adenoids. 


According to an old theory, certain children have 


a. constitutional tendency toward overgrowth of 
lymphatic tissues, in the tonsils, adenoid body, ap- 
pendix and elsewhere. It seems more likely that 
the hygienic (or rather unhygienic) environment and 
habit "of coddling with heat and clothing is the ac- 
tual cause of such a tendency. It is characteristic 
that in open-air schoolrooms adenoids occur but 
rarely as compared with the marked prevalence 
of the condition in the usual overheated and poorly 
ventilated prison where children laboriously acquire 
their A B C's. 


"With every insult of the upper respiratory region, 


every fresh" infection, or, as the superstitious old 
•women and the politician health officer still calls 
it "cold in the head," the adenoid body swells and 
it« cells multiply to help fight the invading germs. 
After a series of such battles the adenoid body re- 
mains permanently enlarged. So that our vicious 


ractice of exposing children in the schoolroom to 
uch infections—just because it happens that no 
octor nas labeled the disease diphtheria or scarlet 
ever or influenza or something—must be admitted 


chief cause of adenoids. 
Enlargement of the adenoid body calls for surgi- 


jil relief when the infant^ child or adult has any 
mpairment of hearing or earache or inflammation 
n the middle ear or running ear. 
Likewise surgi- 


cal removal of the adenoids is required when the 


atient suffers frequently recurring attacks of acute 
ore throat, acute adenolditis, or acute coryza—for 
hese attacks, though perhaps not severe, neverthe- 
ess menace health and life itself because of the 
erious complications which are likely to occur-such 
s sinusitis, meningitis, middle 
ear suppuration, 


mastoiditis. arthritis, endocarditis (heart disease). 


Mouth breathing, when due to adenoids, leads to 
eformities in the development of the jaw, palate, 
asal passages, face, chin, and chest. Malocclusion 
f the teeth incident to the jaw deformity Interferes 


with proper mastiflcation, and that means a train 


troubles which seriously impair general nutri- 


ion and growth and handicap the child throughout 
.fe.The removal of adenoids Is a very simple, and 
t the same time a very easily bungled operation. 
Vlany a doctor who makes no pretense of being 
. specialist at all does a much more thorough oper- 
tion for adenoids than many an eye-ear-nose-and- 
hroat specialist today. In no case should a child 
6 subjected to such an operation on the mere 
uess of a. school nurse or any one else who has 
.ot felt the adenoid body with his finger in the 
jharynx or seen its image in his throat mirror. It 
s a mistake to send a child to a clinic or elsewhere 
or the removal of hypothetical adenoids assumed 
o he present merely because the child has an "ade- 
ioid face" or other signs of nasal obstruction. 


Infants a few weeks old not rarely have large 


adenoids and should be operated on. Adults often 
uffer from neglected adenoids and should be oper- 
ated on.

This opinion is offered by 
Miss Richards, who says that, in spite 
of the fact that the Foundation has 
had many offers from New York and 
other business sources to finance the 
society, it is felt by many 
of the 


founders that, if possible, the mem- 
bers should keep this matter in their 
own hands. 


Non residents of Washington will 


pay one dollar a year for membership. 
Residents of the District will be en- 
titled to the same privileges at a fee 
of two dollars a year and may use 
the general restaurant and partici- 
pate in all the advantages of the 
•Foundation except the privileg-ss of 
the clubhouse for which the annual 
fee is $15. 


No matter where a woman's club 


is located, provided it has a member- 
ship of 50 and a chairman, the chair- 
man and one delegate can attend the 
annual congress. 
These "local cen- 


ters" or chapters, are undoubtedly 
one of the most 
popular 
features 


planned 
by the 
Foundation. The 


great annual congress at which these 
centers will have representation will 
be held at the Foundation in the first 
week of May of each'year. 


The Foundation is strictly non-par- 


tisan, non-sectional and non-sectarian. 
This clause is not, however, to 
bf> 


construed as antagonizing or inter- 
fering with party affiliation or party 
loyalty to any of the existing pohtical 
parties. 
On the contrary, clubroom 


facilities , will be 
available ' for all 


groups of women who desire to study 
party platforms or other party liter- 
ature. 


Every -woman in the United States 


who is in good standing in her com- 
munity, or in any 
church, club or 


other organization, urban or rural, is 
cordially invited to become a member 
of the Woman's National Foundation. 
It is confidently predicted that more 
than a million women will be en- 
rolled within the year.

of encouraging industries to locate on 
the* river. 


The mill erected by Mr. Verstegen 


was one of the largest manufacturing 
plants on Fox river at the time and 
for many years was one of the busi- 
est. Settlers came from radius of 25 
miles to have their wheat converted 
into flour. 


The exterior of the building was 


the same then as now. At th« time it 
was built paper making in Wiscon- 
sin was in its infancy and there was 


not to exceed one or two mills in the 
Fox river valley. 
The flrst paper 


mills were anything but portsntious 
structures. 


The mill was equipped with the olfl 


stone system of grinding wheat. 
In 


later years the stones were replaced 
with the roller system which revo- 
lutionized the flour industry.

business was so profitable that mills 
sprang up all along the river espe-
